ward. She told me an assault occurred between two patients in the floor's dayroom. The assault was recorded by 
a security camera. 

I spoke w ith the vict im, stated he was sitting across the room from in the 

dayroomjjj^Pim was eating and leaving a mess in^haiMiext to him. fH aske d^^^^|t°c |ean the mess 
up.m^^pisked |H, "Are you gonn^nak^ne?"^^^^Hthen threw a portion oflhebanana he was eating 
onto the dayroorT^loor.^Breasoned HHH did this to antagonize him.^Mtoldj||HH Til make you 
pick it up." reacted by thro wing a chair across the room, striking rushed across the 

room, punchec^^^md then picked ^Huphy his clothing and slammed him headfirst onto the dayroom's floor 
at least three times. I noticed a bruise on H|s left forearm. He reasoned it was from the assault and told me it 
hurt slightly. Otherwise he was unhurt. PeHiospital policy, was later transported to Colby Campus for a 
medical evaluation. ^Bs written statement was submitted along with this report.

I contacted He was in a Quiet room separate from the other patients. Hospital staff told me he was 
medicated following the assault in order to calm him. He was lying in bed and being observed by a male staff 
member^entered the room and handcuffed him. I checked the handcuffs for spacing and double locked them. I 
read^mH his Miranda rights from my department issued Miranda rights card. I asked him if he understood 
his rights and he told me, "Not really." I asked him if he would like me to re-read him his rights. He told me, "No. 
I explained to him he might better understand his rights if I re-read them to him. He again told me, "No." He 
elected not to speak with me regarding the incident.
